Labor Union Makes Situation Ex­ 


ceedingly Grave. 


Philadelphia, 
Feb. 
28.— Action 
fraught with possible m om entous con 
sequences to Philadelphia w as taken 
by the C entral Labor union when that 
body, represen ting 140 unions with a 
m em bership said to be 125,000, voted 
to begin a sym pathetic strik e next 
S aturday in aid of th e street railway 
employes now on strike. 
This action cam e at th e end of a 
secret session of about 700 delegates 
in Labor Lyceum hall, which lasted 
more than six hours. 
T h ere was ap^ 
pnrently no question b ut th a t dele 
gates would vote to strike, the spilt 
being on the question of w h eth er it 
would be sta rted im m ediately. 
The 
more conservative elem ent prevailed 
however, and the walkout was put ofl 
until next Saturday. 
M eanwhile there 
is hope th a t the street railw ay strike 
will be arbitrated despite th e rep e at­ 
ed declarations of th e tra n sit company 
th at th ere is nothing to arbitrate. 
Nobody doubts that th e action of 
the C entral Labor union m akes the 
situation 
very 
grave. 
T h ere 
is 
a 
strong feeling, especially am ong busi­ 
ness people, th a t th e strike should be 
settled speedily, as all lines of busi­ 
ness suffer because of the stagnation 
resulting from the interferen ce with 
traffic. 
Consequently th ere is much 
sym pathy for the move for arbitration 
m ade by clergym en early last week 
W hether 
this 
sen tim en t 
is 
strong 
enough to bring the clashing interests 
tog eth er rem ains to be seen. 
T h ere was a surprise at th e unani­ 
mity of the vote in favor of a general 
sym pathetic strike. 
For several days 
the m eeting had been discussed and 
th ere was a mixed sen tim en t as to 
the wisdom of calling out all classes 
of 
w orkmen. 
Leaders 
of 
various 
trad es unions said they w ere opposed 
to a general strike because it involved 
the 
m a tte r of 
broken trad e ag ree­ 
ments. 
O thers doubted th eir ability 
to order all 
w orkm en to lay down 
their tools and have th e order obeyed. 


Unionism Is at Stake. 


T h ere is no doubt, how ever, of the 
stren g th of the feeling th a t unionism 
is at stake and the consequent feeling 
that a tight to preserve the union is 
necessary. 
T his is th e sentim ent w ithout doubt 
th a t 
prevailed 
at 
t-he 
meeting. 
As 
the gath ering w as secret little of an 
au tho ritativ e natu re can be learned of 
w hat transpired. 
A m an and a boy are dead and four 
oth er boys w ere seriously h u rt as the 
resu lt of 
a trolley car 
jum ping a 
switch at Sixth and Jackson streets, 
down town, and 
crashing into 
the 
front of a cigar store. 
T he dead are: 
C harles M cKenna, aged fourteen, and 
John 
E. 
F rederick, 
aged 
forty-live 
years. 
T he 
dead 
and 
injured 
were all 
standing in front of th e cigar store. 
T h ere had been a d isturban ce down 
th e stre e t and som e one had turned 
the unused sw itch at this point. 
A 
trolley car driven at a high rate of 
speed jum ped the track and crushed 
through th e crowd on the sidewalk, 
only stopping after it had torn the 
front out of th e store. 
Realizing th a t much of th e disturb­ 
ance was started by children. Arch­ 
bishop Ryan sen t a letter, which was 
read in every Roman Catholic church, 
w arning paren ts not to allow their 
children on 
the stree ts during 
the 
present trouble. 
C ars were stoned, m otorm en 
and 
conductors beaten and m any passen 
gers w ere struck by flying missiles in 
th e rioting, which was renew ed here. 
T he police in several Instances fired 
over the heads of the crow ds before 
they would disperse.

ness stand in the Rallinger investiga­ 
tion and opened a fight on Mr. Rallin­ 
ger th at prom ises sensational develop­ 
m ents. 
T h e 
Plnchot-B allinger 
controversy 
is now at a w hite heat, and W ashing­ 
ton Is on the qul vive for the develop­ 
m ents of the coming week 
The com ­ 
m ittee room w here the hearings are 
being held was crowded to suffocation 
and h undreds of people were turned 
away. 
It Is p erhaps significant th at 
the sen tim ent of the crowd was plain 
ly pro-Plnchot and antl-Ralllnger.

this connection It is learned th at the 
m em bers of th e Investigating com m it­

The “com petitive ship­ 
building schem e” which Mr. Tawney 
says is sought by S ecretary Meyer, in 
his opinion is fraught with danger, 
and th e outlay necessary will c o m p e l 
the levying of greatly increased taxe.-i 
or render necessary a bond issue if 
th e treasu ry is not to be drained.

SENDING LETTERS BY WIRE. 


The Western Union Planning a New 
Cheap Service at Night. 
A nnouncem ent was m ade recently by 
th e m anagem ent of the W estern Union 
Telegraph com pany in New York th a t 
plans nre u n d er w ay for a new form 
of service which will be called th e 
“night letter service” an d which will 
be put la operation shortly. 
This proposed service will perm it 
any one to send fifty w ords at night 
for the price of teu w ords sent in the 
day, w ith one-fifth of th e day rate for 
each additional ten words. 
“N ight letters,” according to th e a n ­ 
nouncement. are to be received up to 
m idnight fo r transm ission a t the con­ 
venience of th e com pany In the slack 
hours o f th e early morning. 
They are 
to be delivered in the m orning either 
by m essenger or thro ug h the local 
postofflee. 
A g reat p a rt of th e v ast telegraph 
system, crow ded to capacity durin g 
the day, is idle a t night. 
T h e m anage­ 
m ent figures th a t at sm all additional 
expense these idle w ires can be m ade 
j to earn som ething an d also accom mo­ 
d a te the public. 
They reg ard these 
“night letters” as byproducts.

New York, Feb. 28.— T he fret* and 
easy state of New Jersey , th e haven 
of “tr u s ts ” and the hom e of tlie blan­ 
ket charter, in taking the lead in legal 
w arfare against oppressive com bina­ 
tions of capital and indictm ents in 
Jersey City against th e beef trust, its 
five underlying 
com panies and 
the 
twenty-one 
directing 
heads, 
has 
brought forth a new “tru st b uster,” 
app arently as effective as any other 
hitherto produced. 
Prosecuting A ttorney Pierre G arven 
of H udson county, who is responsible 
for bearding the beef tru st in its Chi­ 
cago lair, is th e n ew est St. George to 
battle the tru st dragon and the fact 
th a t Mr. G arv en ’s successful litigation 
has cost the state of New Jersey but 
40 cents leads to the belief th at this 
prosecutor wdll follow his lead against 
oth er com binations formed and c h a r­ 
tered under th e peculiar laws of New 
Jersey. 
T here is every reason to 
believe 
th a t the state which has always been 
known as the m ost friendly to tru sts 
m ay soon become th eir bitter a n ta g ­ 
onist. 


Flour Mills Close Down. 
Minneapolis, Feb. 28.— Six M inneap­ 
olis flour mills have closed down ow­ 
ing to inability to get their products 
shiped out, caused by a lack of facili­ 
ties.

Edm onton, Alta., Feb 
28.— W illiam 
R. Clarke, g rad u ate of Yale university, 
vice president of th e United S tates 
T ru st Company of K ansas City, Mo., 
of which his father was the organizer 
and president, stand s charged by for­ 
m er M inister of Public W orks W. H. 
C ushing of A lberta with engineering 
and succeeding in one of the most 
brilliant coups on a governm ent tre a s­ 
ury in modern times. 
B uying a forgotten ch arter of an oh 
scue person in N orthern A lberta and 
capitalizing a com pany at $7,000,000, 
with an actual investm ent, it is said, 
of only $50,000, the A lberta and Great 
W ate rw ay s railroad, of which Clarke 
is president and m anager, is now ow n­ 
er of $7,400,00*, backed by Morgan & 
Co. of New York city, in credit or 
gold. 
T he m eans by which this daz­ 
zling realization w as gained was the 
tu rnin g of the city of Edm onton into 
a court rivaling those of Europe, and 
a series of lavish en tertain m en ts of 
the m em bers of th e provincial legisla­ 
ture and th eir increasing num ber of 
friends. 
A lthough the tre a su re is believed to 
be lawproof in th e hands of the dar­ 
ing prom oters, M inister Cushing, who 
resigned in consequence of the act, 4s 
at the head of an angry body of citi­ 
zens throughout th e province, whose 
power is beginning to overshadow the 
cabinet. 
The cabinet has announced 
that it expects to put the m atter be­ 
fore th e people, and will resign if its 
subsidy aet is repudiated. 
K. K. Cornwallis, now member of 
the provincial legislature for a district 
south of Lesser Slaves lake, originally 
ow’ned th e ch a rte r of the A lberta and 
Great W aterw ays railway. 
It is said 
A ttorney G eneral Cross was in terest­ 
ed by him financially in the c h arter 
and 
through 
his energies 
it 
was 
b rought to the attention of W illiam 
R. Clarke of K ansas City, 
C larke vis­ 
ited the country the road was project­ 
ed to trav e rse and im m ediately p re­ 
pared the organization which has only 
recently secured 
millions of 
public 
moneys. 
The ror.d taps the country 
north of E dm onton, especially in the 
supposed m ineral territories n ear the 
lower A thabasca river. 


Interested Bain and Minty. 


Clarke interested with him self in 
the project William Bain and G. It, 
Minty of W innipeg, men w'ell versed 
in the political situation of the Al­ 
be rta 
province and 
accustom ed 
to 
carrying through great railroad and 
financial schem es. 
All th ese men cam e to Edm onton 
during th e tim e Prem ier R utherford 
w as form ulating his railw ay policy of 
gu aran teein g the bonds for th e con­ 
struction of branch lines throughout 
the province. 
T he m en were success­ 
ful in convincing the prem ier of the 
m erits of their plans and succeeded 
In having passed through the legisla­ 
ture a bill g u aran teein g the bonds of 
the com pany to th e extent of $20,000 
a mile and $400,000 for term inals. The 
bonds so 
guaranteed were 
h u rr < d 
from th e provincial banka aboard a 
special tra in held for days in waiting 
and rushed to St. Paul, w hence they 
w ere taken to New YoYk city and sold 
to J. P. M organ & Co. for $7,400,00**, 
deposited in New York banks. 
Then cam e the deluge. 
M inister 
Cushing resigned, alleging he had not 
been consulted on the bill, although 
It w as business of his departm ent. 
Men cam e down here from the North, 
saying the line ran through m uskegs 
and uninhabitable country. 
As upon 
a completion of every ten m iles of the 
road, no m atte r w here built or how 
cheaply, the governm ent becam e obli­ 
gated to the com pany for $20,000 a 
mile, th e resigned m inister and the 
in su rg ents against the governm ent al­ 
lege a looseness in adm inistering the 
governm ent.

POLICY OF CHINA 


MEXICO TO SAVE NOTED TREE 


“El Arbol" to Be Surrounded W ith W a ­ 
ter to Prevent Ita Lott. 
In the City of Mexico el Arbol de la 
Noohe Triste, the old ahuehuete tree, 
under whieh H ernando Cortes, 
con­ 
queror of Mexico, is said to haV" sat 
and wept on the night of his d efeat 
by the Aztecs, will Ire saved from 
death In a novel m anner. 
For some time the sentim entalists 
In Mexico have been at their w its’ 
end how to save th e tree, w hU h for 
some years has show n evidence of 
rapid decny. Many m ethods have been 
suggested, but nil so far have failed 
to m eet the approval of those inter 
estod. 
Things went as far as the appoint­ 
m ent of a s|>eeial commission of a g ri­ 
cultural exjH'rts by th e governm ent. 
This body has discovered th a t th e only 
w ay to save the treo now is to s u r­ 
round it by n small lake ntul thu s re­ 
store the ground on which the tree 
stands to its original condition. 
It 
m ust be borne In mind th a t th e spe­ 
cies of cedar to which the tree !»e- 
iongs is essentially n wet ground prod­ 
uct. as its nam e in Mexican, nhuo- 
huete. “old man of the w ater,” im ­ 
plies. 
In the days of Cortes the tree m ust 
have stood near the shore of Lake 
Texcoco. 
Since then the w aters of 
this lake have steadily rectd ed th rou gh 
various onuses, and for m any years 
now the tree has stood on ground as 
dry as cinders. 
By surrounding the 
tree w ith w ater it is ho|>ed new* shoots 
will rise and th at thus the tree Will 
perpetuate Itself w ithout the Interfer­ 
ence of m an. 
The trun k of el Arbol 
de la Nocho Triste is little more than 
a shell, th e core having decayed m any 
years ago.

PUZZLE TO WASHINGTONIANS 


PARADISE FOR BIRDS. 


Czar’s Government Fears That 
War Will Occur. 


St. P etersbu rg, Feb. 28.—M. Iswol- 
sky, the foreign m inister, has infor­ 
mally subm itted to the United S tates 
and th e o th e r interested powers the 
R ussian 
go v ern m en t’s 
alternative 
proposition to th a t proposed by S ecre­ 
tary Knox relative to the construction 
of th e Aigun-Chinehow railroad. 
In­ 
stead of this road 
R ussia suggests 
th a t there shall be constructed a n ­ 
o ther 
transm ougolian 
line, 
fu rth er 
w estw ard, striking the tran sstberian 
railw ay n e ar the Baikal line. 
This, 
with the extension from P eking to 
K algan, 
would 
trav erse 
llrga 
and 
K lakhta, avoiding the d esert betw een j 
K algan and I ’rga by a wide detour j 
w estw ard to Puyuanehen. 
T his proposition does not m eet with 
special 
favor 
in diplomatic circlts 
here. 
It is considered to be im prac­ 
ticable and an unprofitable venture, in 
now ise m eeting the conditions w hich 
call for the construction of the Aigun- 
Chinehow 
railroad. 
Well 
informed 
diplom ats a re unable to understand 
th e fear of Chinese m ilitary ag g res­ 
sion. which is the basis of Russia's 
objection to the latter project, nor do 
they take th e Chinese arm y seriously. 
B ut anxiety certainly exists. 
Russian officials say that China Is 
arm ing against Russia and profess to 
believe that w ar is possible within a 
decade. 
Alarm against the Chinese 
h as replaced the expectation of a re­ 
newal of the war betw een Russia and 
Jap an, which a few m onths ago c re ­ 
ated a veritable panic am ong the mil­ 
itary authorities. 


Rockefeller to 
Have on 
His 
Estate 
Greatest Collection In the World. 
T he arrival of 1,800 partridges a t 
Boxwood, the country domain of John 
D. Rockefeller at Pocantico Hills, in 
tfie northern part of W estchester coun­ 
ty, N. Y„ brought to light th e o ther 
day the fact th at Mr. Rockefeller is 
laying o u t n veritable bird paradise on 
his preserve. 
In one section of his great private 
park o f 10,000 acres Mr. Rockefeller 
lias laid out a feeding ground for his 
vast collection of the feathered tril>e.

Buying a forgotten charter of an ob- 
scue person in Northern Alberta and 
capitalizing a company at $7,000,000, 
with an actual investment, it is said, 
of only $50,000, the Alberta and Great 
W aterw ays railroad, of which Clarke

ited the country the road was project­ 
ed to traverse ami immediately pre­ 
pared the organization which has only 
recently secured millions of 
public 
moneys. 
The road taps the country 
north of Edmonton, especially in the 
supposed mineral territories near tho 
lower Athabasca river. 


Interested Bain and Minty. 


Clarke interested with himself in 
the project W illiam Bain and G. It. 
M inty of Winnipeg, men well versed 
in the political situation of the A l­ 
berta 
province and 
accustomed 
to 
carrying through great railroad and 
financial schemes. 
A ll these men came to Edmonton 
during the time Prem ier Rutherford 
was formulating his railw ay policy of 
guaranteeing the bonds for the con­ 
struction of branch lines throughout 
the province. 
The men w’ere success­ 
ful in convincing the premier of the 
merits of their plans and succeeded 
In having passed through the legisla­ 
ture a hill guaranteeing the bonds of 
the company to the extent of $20,000 
a mile and $400,000 for terminals. The 
bonds so 
guaranteed were 
hurried 
from the provincial hanks aboard a 
special train held for days In waiting 
and rushed to St. Paul, whence they 
were taken to New York city and sold 
to J. P. Morgan & Co. for $7,400,000, 
deposited in New' York banks. 
Then came the deluge. 
Minister 
Cushing resigned, alleging he had not 
been consulted on the hill, although 
it w’as business of his department. 
Men came down here from the North, 
saying the line ran through muskegs 
and uninhabitable country. 
As upon 
a completion of every ten miles of the 
road, no matter where built or how 
cheaply, the government became obli­ 
gated to the company for $20,000 a 
mile, the resigned minister and the 
Insurgents against the government al­ 
lege a looseness In administering the 
government.

Fo r some time the sentimentalists 
in Mexico have been at their w its’ 
end how to save the tree, which for 
some years has shown evidence of 
rapid decay. Many methods have been 
suggested, but all so far have failed 
to meet the approval of those Inter­ 
ested. 
Things went as far as the appoint­ 
ment of a sj>eclal commission of agri­ 
cultural e x e rts by the governm ent 
This bodj’ has discovered that the only 
way to save the tree now Is to sur­ 
round it by a small lake and thus re­ 
store the ground on which the tree 
stands to its original condition. 
It 
must be borne in mind that the spe­ 
cies of cedar to which the tree be­ 
longs is essentially a wet ground prod­ 
uct. as its name in Mexican, ahue­ 
huete, “ old man of the w ater,” im ­ 
plies. 
In the days of Cortes the tree must 
have stood near the shore of Lake 
Texooco. 
Since then the waters of 
this lake have steadily receded through 
various causes, and for m any years 
now the tree has stood on ground as 
dry as cinders. 
B y surrounding the 
tree w ith water It Is IiojhnI new’ shoots 
w ill rise and that thus the tree w ill 
perpetuate Itself without the interfer­ 
ence of man. 
The trunk of el Arbol 
de la Noche Triste Is little more than 
a shell, the core having decayed mauy 
years ago.

“ With twenty such master navigators 
of the air as the Wrlgbt brothers, I’nul- 
han, Curtiss and Hamilton," says Clif­ 
ford B. Harmon of the Aero Club of 
America, "the United States need fear 
tb«* approach of no hostile fleet. 
A 
single aeroplane can carry enough ex- 
plosiv»*« to blow a fleet to pieces, even 
a fleet of Dreadnoughts.** 
Harmon, who Is a pilot of the Aero 
club, owns the spherical balloon New 
York and holds the American record 
for length of time spent continuously 
In the air. 
With Ilarmon at the levers 
the New Y»*rk stayed In the air is 
hours and 2S minutes. 
Its owner re­ 
cently left New York for San Antonio, 
Tex., where the New York now Is, to 
go after the Lahn cup and the world's 
record for cont inuous flying. 


Bullseye Hit Many Times. 
While attending the aviation meet in 
Los Angeles Ilarinou first had his at­ 
tention drawn to the effect aeronau­ 
tics would have on warfare. 
Uuulhan 
took him in his aeroplane twenty-six 
miles out to sea and showed him the 
terrible ease with which missiles conld 
be dropped ou the decks of vessels a 
thousand feet below. 
"loiter ou,” aaya Ilarmon, "I wit­ 
nessed a seri»*s of experiments carried 
on by Captain Beck of the signal corps, 
stationed at a Golden Gate fort, assist­ 
ed by Glenn Curtiss. 
At Los Angeles 
Curtiss took Beck up 300 feet or more, 
from which height Beck threw bags of 
gravel into a s»iuare of less than 100 
feet marked in broad white lines on 
tho ground beneath. 
Insiile the square 
was a bullseye ten feet square, and 
the gravel bags struck this an aston­ 
ishing number of times." 
"How much explosive could be taken 
up In an aeroplane?” 
"Paulhan took me up, extra weight, 
as high as_fi.OOO f**«*t, and I weigh 185 
pounds. 
He told me lie felt able to 
carry 230 pounds. 
Now, scientists are 
constantly making explosives of higher 
and higher power, and 250 pounds of 
guncotton can do some little damage. 
"Remember also the ease w ith which 
the aeroplane can reload. 
After Paul- 
han’s twenty-six mile flight he caine 
to earth again within ten feet of the 
place of starting. 
T hat means abso­ 
lute control of the airship by the driv­ 
er. 
It means that airships can rise 
from and return to forts and defenses 
with little difficulty.” 
"Will Put a Stop to W ar." 
H arm on was shown a dispatch from 
Berlin stating that the kaiser aud the 
ministry of war, convinced of the im­ 
portance of aerial navigation in war­ 
fare. had ordered as many military 
officers os possible to learn to aviate 
and that Captaiu Eugelhnrdt, a pupil 
of Orville Wright, bad been directed 
to form a corps of experts to be dis­ 
tributed through tin* army. 
“Well, it's only natural," said H ar­ 
mon, “that Germany should realize 
tlie importance of the airship quickly, 
with lu*r extensive borilers to protect 
and her ultra military policy. 
But all 
nations will come to it sooner or later, 
and in the end, as is plain to see, the 
battleships of the air will put a stop 
to war. 
There can’t be much fun for 
any on»* concern»*»! when airships tug 
a ton of dynam ite up ln f the air and 
drop it plunk ou some defenseless 
town.” 
"B ut can’t airships be attacked in 
turn? Can't cannon >**» turned on them 
and shot l>** sent through their appa­ 
ratus?" 
“Not unless the airship is much 
nearer the earth than a prudent avi­ 
ator is likely to be at such a time.

From a messenger boy earning $8 a 
month to general manager of the whole 
Western Union Telegraph company, 
with a salary said to equal that of tile 
president of tile United States, is the 
span just crossed by Belvidere Brooks. 
“ It took forty years to climb that 
ladder, hut I reached It by telling the 
truth and always having in mind the 
interests of my employer,” said til** 
new general manager iii His office, at 
New York, the other day. 
So unaffected is th** new head of tile 
50.000 men of the Western Union that 
one would til ink him still a telegraph 
operator and ready to send a message 
for you for a quarter. 
His rise is all 
the more remarkable for the reason 
that when lie was eleven years old he 
had to go to work, and Ids only edu­ 
cation was the teachings of his mother 
and what he picked up from the oper­ 
ators. 
Mr. Brooks is now just past the fifty 
year mark, but he still maintains the 
round, boyish face that is known from 
California to Maine. Ile is ever smiling 
and apparently getting the best out of 
life that he can. 
Even as he talks— 
and he doesn’t say much—bis face is 
wreathed In smiles. 


C om es From Texas. 
“I’m a long horner,” said Mr. Brooks, 
“having been born iu Robertson coun­ 
ty, Tex., nearly fifty-one years ago. 
When little more than eleven years old 
I got a place us messenger boy for the 
Western 
Union 
company 
at 
$8 
a 
mouth. 
It was not much money, but I 
was prouder of that than l a m now of 
my place. 
After working six months, 
during which time I studied telegra­ 
phy day and night with the aid of the 
operators, I could send a message, but 
It took longer to be able to take one. I 
got over that difficulty, and. though I 
was a bit slow at first, I picked up 
enough to do tile work when the oper­ 
ator was away, and when 
I 
was 
twelve years old I was a full fledged 
operator. 
“In those days telegraphy was little 
known away down in my town, aud 
when I walked home at night I re­ 
member the neighbors saying: ‘There 
he goes. 
Ho can use that darn thing 
that you can talk through with your 
fingers.’ 
I tried to explain it to my 
friends, but they looked upon it as 
something very mysterious. 
One day 
I was showing a friend how it worked, 
and he got a shock. 
Of course it did 
not hurt him, but he never touched 
another telegraph instrument as long 
as he lived. 
Ile said the devil was in 
It 
I was then operating In Navasota, 
and from there I went to Waco as 
manager of the office, and soon after 
th a t—to be exact, in 1883—I was mar­ 
ried. 
Then I went to El Paso, thence 
to Galveston and finally to Denver, 
where I was made a general manager 


of the western district until 
1800, 
when I was transferred to New York, 
and on May I, 1902, I was made gen­ 
eral superintendent of the eastern di­ 
vision, and today the board of direct­ 
ors uamed me general manager. 
I 
am very proud of it, and I owe most 
of my success to Colonel Robert C. 
d o w ry , our president, whom I have 
known almost since I became Identi­ 
fied with the company. 


Felt Responsibility. 
“ It was on April I that I first went 
to work for the company, but it was 
no April fool Joke. 
I had to do It, and 
I did it well. 
From the first day I 
felt a responsibility to the company, 
and the feeling has always been my 
guiding thought. 
Work first and play 
after, but always get enough sleep, 
has been my motto. 
I have been a 
hard worker, and my new responsibil­ 
ity. though far greater than any I 
have previously assumed, seems no 
greater than when I first w ent to 
work as messenger boy. 
I nm re­ 
minded of those days every day I go 
home, for the first one to greet me is 
my mother. 
She Is now eighty-three j 
years of age, aud we often speak of : 
those days down in Navasota.” 
Mr. Brooks has four sons—Gerald, 
Belvidere junior. Bruce and Joseph. 
Mr. Brooks is a member of the New

noughts to Piece*, Says the Aviator. 


Incidents of Trip Out to Sea. 


“With twenty such master navigators 
of the air as the Wright brothers, I'aul- 
han, Curtiss aud Hamilton,” says Clif­ 
ford Ii. Harmon of the Aero Club of 
America, “tile United States need fear 
the approach of no hostile fleet. 
A 
single aeroplane con carry enough ex- 
plosivoH to blow a fleet to pieces, even 
a fleet of Dreadnoughts.” 
Harmon, who is a pilot of tile Aero 
club, owns (fie spherical balloon New 
York and holds the American record 
for length of time spent continuously 
iii the air. 
With Harmon at the levers 
the New York stayed in the air 48 
hours and 28 minutes. 
Its owner re­ 
cently left New York for San Antonio, 
Tex., where the New York now is, to 
go after the Lahn cup and the world’s 
record for continuous flying. 


Bullseye Hit Many Times. 
While attending the aviation meet in 
Los Angeles Harmon first had his at­ 
tention drawn to the effect aeronau­ 
tics would have on warfare. 
Paulhan 
took him in his aeroplane twenty-six 
miles out to sea and showed him the 
terrible ease with which missiles could 
be dropped on the decks of vessels ii 
thousand feet below. 
“Later on,” auya Ilarmon, “I wit­ 
nessed a series of experiments carried 
on by Captain Beck of the signal corps, 
stationed at a Golden Gate fort, assist­ 
ed by Glenn Curtiss. 
At Los Angeles 
Curtiss took Beck up 300 feet or more, 
from whk'li height Beck threw bags of 
gravel into a square of less than IOO 
feet marked in broad white lines on 
the ground beneath. 
Inside the square 
was a bullseye ton feet square, and 
the gravel bags struck this an aston­ 
ishing number of times.” 
“How much explosive could be taken 
up in an aeroplane?” 
“Paulhau took me up, extra weight. 
as high as_ 5,000 feet, and I weigh 185 
pounds, 
Ile told me he felt able to 
carry 250 pounds. 
Now, scientists are 
constantly making explosives of higher 
and higher power, and 250 pounds of 
guncotton can do some little damage. 
“Remember also the ease with which 
the aeroplane can reload. 
After Paul- 
han’s twenty-six mile flight he came 
to earth again within ten feet of the 
place of starting. 
That means abso­ 
lute control of the airship by the driv­ 
er. 
It means that airships can rise 
from and return to forts and defenses 
with little difficulty.” 
“Will Put a Stop to War.” 
Ilarmon was shown a dispatch from 
Berlin stating that the kaiser and the 
ministry of war, convinced of the im­ 
portance of aerial navigation in war­ 
fare, bud ulcered as many military 
officers as possible to learn to aviate 
and that Captain Engelhard!, a pupil 
of Orville Wright, had been directed 
to form a corps of experts to be dis­ 
tributed through the army. 
“Well, it's only natural,” said Ilar- 
mon, “that Germany should realize 
the Importance of the airship quickly, 
with lier extensive borders to protect 
and lier ultra military policy. 
But all 
nations will come to it sooner or Hi tor, 
and in the end, as is plain to see, the 
battleships of the air will put a stop 
to war. 
Tliere can’t be much fun for 
any one concerned when airships tug 
a ton of dynam ite up in f the air and 
droi) it plunk on some defenseless 
town.” 
“But can’t airships be attacked in 
turn? Can’t cannon Is* turned on them 
and shot be sent through their appa­ 
ratus?” 
“Not unless the airship is 
much 
nearer the earth than a prudent avi­ 
ator is likely to be at such a time.

“You see, we are already confronted 
with a food problem, nnd one of the 
potent factors toward its solu tion is 
to ascertain a more economic ration 
for cattle.

PEARY’S FICHT IN ARCTIC ICE FLOES 


Difficulties and Perils of Navi­ 


gating a Ship In the Polar Seas 


Vividly Described by the Dis­ 


coverer of the North Pole 
::

N the March issue of H am pton's 
M agazine Com mander Robert IO. 
Peary, 
tile 
discoverer of 
the 
north pele, deals with “The R at­ 
tle W ith the Ice From Utah to Calic 
Sheridan,” as described in his narra­ 
tive of “The Discovery of the North 
Pole.” 
For the lirst tim e in till that 
lins been w ritten about polar resea re Ii 
does the average man get an idea of 
the trem endous difficulties of sailing 
ti ship in the polar seas. 
This battle 
of the Roosevelt with tum bling ice­ 
bergs and grinding ice floes literally 
hanging over the rail ready to smash 
the boat to pieces reveals to the quiet 
reader sitting by his fireside a vivid 
and memorable picture of the contin­ 
ual peril of such work. 
“it is hard for a layman to under­ 
stand the character of the Ice through 
which the Roosevelt fought lier way,” 
says Peary. 
“Most persons Imagine 
that the ice of the arctic regions has 
been formed by direct freeziug of the 
sea w ater. 
But in the sum m er time 
very little of the flouting ice is of that 
character. 
It is composed of huge 
sheets broken off from the glacial 
fringe of North G rant Rand, broken 
up by contact w ith other does and 
with the land and driven south under 
the impetus of the violent hood tides. 
It is not unusual to see ice there 
between eighty and n hundred feet 
thick. As seven-eighths of these heavy 
floes are under w ater one does not j 


W hen witn all the steam of tile boilers 
we can make no headway w hatever 
we w ait for the ice to loosen up aud 
economize our coal. 
We do not mind j 
using the ship as a battering ram —that 
Is w hat she was made for—but beyond 
E tah coal is precious, and every ounce 
of it must yield its full return of north­ 
w ard steam ing. The coal at present iu 
our bunkers was all that we should 
have until our return the following I 
year,

The Amoeba. 
The amoeba (Greek “ch arg e”), the 
supposed pioneer in the line of living 
forms, is a naked m ass of living m at­ 
ter, or protoplasm, flowing out in all 
directions in “ blunt processes.” and 
the endlessly varying form has earned 
for the sim ple anim al the popular 
name of “am oeba" (Proteus anim alcu­ 
lae). They are all miuute, but some are 
distinctly visible to the unaided eye. 
Tile jelly-like creature flows along the 
surface of stone or plant by the slow 
protrusion of its ever changing proc­ 
esses and in this way gets around its 
food. It is a1! stonmch. any part of it 
taking hold of aud digesting the food 
that happens to come in contact with 
i t On attaining its maximum size the 
amoeba draw s itself out and breaks 
into two daughter amoebas, each of 
which contains half of the m other nu­ 
cleus.

Dr. H. P. Armsby Believes In Cutting 
Anim als Down to a Coarse Fodder 
That Hum an Beings Cannot A ssim i­ 
late— Declare W e Would Save on Big 
Percentage of Food. 


Dr. H enry Prentice Arm sby of State 
College, Pa., who is a great expert iii 
anim al nutrition, says we w aste too 
much good food on our anim als and 
th a t we should use grain ourselves 
and grow coarse fodder for our ani­ 
mals. 
By so doing we would save 
largely on 45 per cent of our daily 
food, and th a t ought to have a lot of 
effect on high prices. 
The 
Armsby 
program 
is 
simple 
enough. 
It am ounts to little more 
than tills: T hat the tim e has come for 
the American people to begin eating 
the food th a t they have been throw ing 
to the steers and the hogs nnd work 
out a new ration for the anim als. 
And 
yet th at idea when worked out means 
th at millions of bushels of grain that 
now go into the uation’s anim al food 
and dairy products will be directly 
available for hum an consum ption and 
th a t we will have the beef and the 
butter nnd the cheese us well. 
As Dr. 
' rmsby casually tells it: 
“Y’ou see, we nre already confronted 
w ith a food problem, and one of the 
potent factors tow ard its solution is 
to ascertain a more economic ration 
for cattle. 
We m ust learn how to ob­ 
tain anim al food aud dairy products 
by feeding cattle on a ration th a t con­ 
tains nothing th a t can be assim ilated 
by human beings—th at Is, we must 
utilize our grain crops for m an’s con­ 
sumption entirely nnd feed cattle on 
coarse fodders not palatable to human 
beings. 
Animal food and dairy prod­ 
ucts make up 45 per cent of the food 
consumed by the people of the United 
States. 
By using a cheaper ration for 
anim als we will get th a t 45 per cent 
of our daily food cheaper nnd thereby 
relieve in a measure the ordinary wage 
earner of his fight to feed his fam ily." 
All very plausible, all simple enough 
to hear it told, but a program that 
has not been worked out in its details 
—a program that Dr. Armsby has, 
however, advanced further than per­ 
haps any other scientist 
Steer In a Calorimeter. 
The experim ent is centered around a 
calorim eter and a steer. 
The steer is 
ju st a steer. The calorim eter suggests 
in appearance a huge refrigerator. The 
box consists of an inner cham ber of 
sheet copper th at can be tightly closed, 
surrounded by tw o wooden walls, leav­ 
ing a dead air space of about four 
inches between. 
It is in the closed in­ 
ner cham ber, lighted by plate glass 
windows and supplied by a constant 
current of pure air. th a t the State Col­ 
lege steer, which may become historic. 
lives. 
The tem perature of the cham ber can 
bo regulated to tin* hundredth part of 
a degree. Every physical change w ith­ 
in it can be weighed down to th e hun­ 
dredth part of an ounce. 
The am ount 
of food energy given off in ln ’t is 
m easured, the am ount of food eueigy 
used for mere physical upkeep is meas­ 
ured. and the rate of growth is meas­ 
ured. 
The 
xperim euts show exactly 
w hat proportion of the food energy of 
each ration can be used by the animal 
to produce meat or milk or work aud 
how much is simply used up in heat­ 
ing the surrounding atm osphere. 


A Saving of Millions of Dollars. 
The practical man, however, is inter­ 
ested in results, uot mechanism. W hat 
do all these experim ents am ount to? 
W here do they lead? They lead to an 
era of cheerier production, says Dr. 
Armsby. 
They am ount to this: W hat 
Dr. Armsby can do others can do after 
him, and already the State College ex­ 
perim ents have laid the basis for an 
economy in anim al rations th at if ap­ 
plied throughout 
the 
nation 
would 
mean a saving of millions. 
“As the density of population nnd 
the dem and for breadstuffs Increase,” 
says Dr. Armsby, “the stock feeder is 
constrained to use the cheaper by­ 
product fee ’s in place of grain. From 
the economic viewpoint, then, it is 
highly im portant that th a t portion ^f 
our national wealth represented by 
these Inedible products should be util­ 
ized to the best advantage, yielding a 
more liberal supply of food to the con­ 
sumer. 
“Thus, you understand, the calor! 
m eter is showing us how to conserve 
our grain to feed the men. women and 
children of the country by elim inating 
it entirely from the ration of cattle 
and substituting in its stead present 
fodder crops, new fodder crops and 
more grain byproducts.”
